Mr. MORSE. Mr. Presiden!, fór ¿ev- 
eral years I have said on the Roer uf 
the Senate, as chairman of the Subcom- 
mlttee on Latín American Aífaírs, that 
we need to keep our eyes on freedom in 
South America, beta use in many parts of 
South America freedom ls not dolng well. 
I think the demonstra tiohs whlch have 
occurred ln eonnectíon wlth Vlce Prcsi- 
dent Nrxow’s vlsit to South America are 
but another lndicatlon that there is a 
greot need for ltnproved relations be- 
tween the United States and South 
America. 

We need to make lt perfeotly clear 
that the support we have given to dic- 
tators ln Quba, the Domlnlcan Republic, 
and elsewhere ln Latín America are out 
of line wlth our policies of supporting 
true democracy and the pftnciplcs of 
personal llberty and freedom; we need 
to make U clear that support of some dic- 
tntors ¡n South America is not a true 
i-epresentatlon of our dedtcation to the 
principies of democracy and freedom. 
i have suggested on more than ore oc- 
casíon that those policies would lead us 
into trouble. 

I arree wlth the Senator frora Mon- 
tana that the full cxplanatlon of the un- 
_ fortúnate affronts and demonstratlons, 
not only lo the Vlce President pcrsonally,

I »m aure I bespeak the vlewa of our 
friends in Latín America, and also the 
víews of aU of us. when I aay to our 
Latín American friends, "You will be 
welcome ln the United States. Any offl- 
clal of any Latín American country will 
be welcome here; and we shall welcome 
the opportunity to extend to you the 
hospítallty. the courtesy. and the good 
neighborllnees whlch we always extend 
to vlsltlng dlgnit&ries írom Latín Amer- 
ican countrlea or írom any other natlons. 
We hope you will glve us that opportu- 
nity frequently, beca use through such 
opportunltíes we may be able to demón- 
strate as clearly as in any other vay 
what we think ts the essenoe oí a good- 
nelghbor poHcy,” 

Mr. President, I clOse by, «aying that 
I hope that at the coznmíttee hearing 
whlch I shall cali the State Department 
will be able to clarlfy the «ituatlon a 
llttle, becauser-speaklng now otíly for 
m y se lf — I bellevq U is a.s&d thing that 
the Vlce President oí the United State* 
has been put ln such a position. lt & 
partlcularly sad lf intelligence work had 
Índica ted ln advance that he mlght b<* 
subjected to tl»ese efTronterlcs if he made 
thc good-wtll tour, because although 
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
